protege but the governor did not 
support him in the primary and 
Reinecke was beaten by a margin of 
more than 2-1 by Republican state 
Controller Houston Flournoy. 
Obviously dampened by “ Wa­ 
tergate apathy,” the total turnout 
for both parties was well below that 
in the last gubernatorial primary 
four years ago and particularly 
noticeable in Republican ranks. 
The voters enacted by a 70-30 per 
cent margin a “ political reform” 
ballot initiative, the toughest in the 
nation, which sets a ceiling on

Reinecke refused to concede at 
midnight. “ Although the trends are 
not what I'd like to see, only about 12 
per cent of the vote is in and I ’m not 
throwing in the towel now.” 
Moretti, who has served as the 
legislature’s 
most 
powerful 
Democrat for four years and who 
based his campaign on the theme of 
a man who gets things done, told an 
estimated 
2,000 
supporters, 
“ There's no bitterness in my heart. 
The 
people of California 
have 
decided, and I will live with that 
decision.” 
An aide said Moretti “ will support 
Brown and will work for him.”

Nixon warns on intervening 
in Russian domestic affairs 


ANNAPOLIS,

President Nixon said today the U.S.- 
Soviet detente cannot be taken for 
granted and that the Russians 
cannot 
be 
expected 
to 
be 
cooperative if “ we seek to intervene 
directly” in their domestic affairs. 
In a rebuke to congressional 
critics who contend he should exact 
more 
concessions 
from 
Moscow—such 
as 
relaxation 
of 
restrictions on Jews and others 
from leaving the Soviet Union— 
Nixon said Washington could not 
intervene in Soviet internal policies. 
“ We cannot gear our foreign 
policy to transformation of other 
societies,” he said. “ In the nuclear 
age, our first responsibility must be 
the prevention of a war that could 
destroy all societies. ” 
The 
President 
also cautioned 
against 
a 
“ new 
wave 
of 
isolationism, 
blind to both the 
lessons of the past and the perils of 
the future” which he said “ remains 
today one of the greatest potential 
Hanaprs facine ourcountrv.” 


“ In our era, American isolation 
could 
easily 
lead 
to 
global 
desolation,” he said in a prepared 
address at the 124th commencement 
ceremony 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Naval 
Academy. 
Nixon, who heads to Moscow for 
his third summit meeting with 
Soviet leaders beginning June 27, 
said the alternative to detente is a 
runaway nuclear arms race, a 
return to constant confrontation and 
a “ shattering setback to hopes for 
building a structure for lasting 
peace in the world. 
He put fresh emphasis on the need 
for forging ahead in expanding 
friendly relations with the Soviet 
Union 
and 
other 
Communist 
countries despite strong resistance 
from some congressmen. 
“ Eloquent appeals are now being 
made for the United States, through 
its foreign policy, to transform the 
internal as well as the international 
behavior 
of 
other 
countries, 
especially the Soviet Union,” Nixon

El lugar donde aun se practica con verdadera fidelidad es 
en Papantla. Veracruz; región de los totonacas. En 
Papantla la ceremonia comienza en seleccionar el árbol, 
traerlo desde el bosque y llevarlo a rastras hasta el lugar 
donde se descortiza y engrasa Todo ello forma parte de los 
ritos, o recuerdos de los símbolos indígenas que aun en 
estos dias perduran.

eight per cent pay increase.

assoc iat ion's 
negotiating team 
was

to 
have 
given 
unofficial approval of the 
offer Wednesday, prior to 
the settlement allowing a 10 
per cent boost for sheriff’s 
deputies. 


An association spokesman 
described the association’s 
current stand as something 
like the following: 


"They have now turned it 
down, but not finally. Yes. 
they accepted it, but not 
really. 


Now. association officers 
have called for a meeting of 
the council next Wednesday 
night 
in 
the 
Courthouse 
Mural 
Room 
to 
get 
membership feeling on the 
offer. This expression will 
be 
useful 
to association 
negotiators 
including 
president Arley Kittle when 
they return to the round 
table

management next Friday. 


The county’s offer to the 
association included 10 per

Be fair 


The plight of the unfortunate victim of 
rape has been the subject of several 
television shows, as well as more than one 
book 
That they undergo severe mental 
trauma as a result of the rape itself goes 
without saying. But to be inhibited in their 
search for legal satisfaction by having 
their past sexual relationships brought out 
in court seems the ultimate cruelty. 
An all-male Assembly committee has 
recently defeated a measure by Sen Alan 
Robbins through which embarrassment to 
the plaintiff in a rape case would be 
minimizxd, and we cannot understand 
their thinking on the matter. 
Apparently, the reasoning on the part of 
the committeemen who voted against the 
measure was that the defendant in such a 
case would not get a fair trial, at the same 
time 
admitting 
current 
courtroom 
procedures are not fair to the victim. Well, 
we ask whose right to a fair trial should 
take precedence9 
Statistics point 
out 
there 
are 
an 
estimated 
80,000 
cases of 
rape 
in 
California each year, but only 8,000 are 
reported. Why? Because the victim knows 
she will be embarrassed in the courtroom, 
as a result of past sexual relationships, if 
she presses charges. In other words, nine- 
tenths of 
all 
rapes in this state 
go

unreported because the victim wants to 
preserve her privacy regarding her sexual 
activity, which is no business of anyone 
else anyway. 
We can understand the need for a fair 
trial for the defendant in a rape case as 
well as for the victim. We concede some 
cases of reported rape are trumped up 
charges by vindictive or spiteful women. 
But these cases are in the minority. And 
allowing the ardent defense attorney to 
display a rape victim’s sex life for all the 
world to see is obviously having a very 
negative effect on the numbers of rape 
cases reported and tried each year in our 
state.

required defense to show why a woman's 
sexual activity should be mentioned in 
court. This would have taken place in the 
judge’s chambers, and his decision would 
have

spy. 
Rather 
than 
fight to vindicate himself - so the 
story goes - Brandt elected to show 
that famous Prussian manliness by 
resigning 
his 
office, 
while 
the 
editorial organs of the world sang 
his praises and the curtain closed on 
Götterdämmerung. 
It is, according to people in 
Germany supposedly in the know, a 
little more complicated than that. 
Early in 1972 - i.e., 18 months ago - 
the intelligence agency of the West 
German 
government 
solemnly 
approached 
Chancellor 
Brandt 
and 
told 
him 
th a t 
G u n ter 
Guillaume was a Communist agent. 
The news was altogether stunning. 
It was as if the CIA had approached 
Richard Nixon to tell him that 
Alexander 
Haig was an enemy 
agent. 
Brandt not only refused to accept 
the word of his intelligence agency, 
he 
ordered 
that 
it 
should 
be 
suppressed - I don’t know the 
German word for it, but here they 
call it a coverup. Brandt demanded 
“ incontrovertible 
proof” 
against 
Guillaume. 
This proof was finally furnished 
early in the year. But at that point 
Brandt persisted in refusing to fire 
him. This time he said that to do so 
would be to shed light on his failure 
to fire him earlier, and if this 
transpired, his government would 
very probably fall. He did not desire 
his government to fall for all the 
usual reasons that run through red- 
blooded politicians, but there was an 
extra reason besides. 
Sometime 
before 
he 
became 
Chancellor, Brandt had a liaison 
with a German lady who - would you 
believe it? - was also an East 
German 
spy. 
But 
this 
lady, 
swooning in the arms of the leader 
of the Social Democratic Party, told 
him that great big beautiful Willy 
had 
converted 
her

from 
•communism to social democracy. 
Unfortunately not long after Brandt 


became Chancellor, the lady, who in 
the meantime had gone to work for 
W est 
G e rm a n 
In te llig e n c e , 
announced 
her 
intention 
of 
publishing 
her 
memoirs.

But just plain anybody, by the 
calculations of say, Archibald Cox, 
or Leon Jaworski, was guilty of 
treasonable

larceny. 


The question of whether or not

Previous budget allocations have 
provided 
increasing 
amounts 
to 
maintain the homes and grounds, 
including

Charles J. Hitch and the chancellors 
at nine UC campuses. The homes 
belong 
to 
the

strongest voices for elimination 
were 
those 
of 
Chairman 
John 
Vasconcellos 
and

The

started 
looking askance at the “ fringe” 
benefits granted the favored few 
after a reporter last year had 
compelled the disclosure of lavish 
fringe benefits contained in the 
secretly executed contract under 
which Hitch was hired. 
At

time 
the 
committee 
agreed on a “ phase out” of the 
housing and related benefits and cut 
10 per cent from the allocations for 
those items. 
No doubt the 
committee was 
influenced by the efforts of the state 
college presidents to gain housing 
benefits similar to those enjoyed by 
UC. Last year it had rejected state 
college budget requests for housing 
allowances for

presidents. The same requests were 
made again this year and UC had 


asked to broaden its program to 
include homes for the heads of some 
schools not now included. 
Duffy, who insisted that no funds 
appropriated by the legislature be 
used for the mansions, pointed out 
that UC “ had failed to get the

phase out the housing. “ Instead they 
come back and ask for more,” he 
said in arguing for the complete 
curtailment of the funds. 
The sub-committee’s action could 
be overruled by the full Ways and 
Means committee, something which 
is seldom done. Also, the funds could 
be restored when the budget bill 
goes to conference committee, a 
procedure

when

Assembly and Senate disagree on 
the budget, and one which has 
become an almost certainty each 
year. Still, if the money is replaced, 
Governor Ronald Reagan has the 
power to blue pencil it out. 
But budget staff members believe 
UC officials will not press for the 
funds. However, they point out, UC 
might have taken the housing money 
from 
legislative 
appropriations 
intended for other purposes except 
for the fact that Duffy insisted it be 
made 
clear 
that 
no 
money 
appropriated by the legislature is to 
be used for the mansion support. 
They also say that UC could use 
funds from other sources such as 
endowments, grants or gifts. This 
would presumably require an action 
by the Regents and almost certainly 
would have to be taken out of funds 
intended for more basic educational 
needs. 
That, too, would violate the intent 
of the legislature in Duffy’s view,

says he knows of no others 
in his line 
At 59, “ it’s not any easy 
way to make a living,” he 
said in an interview 
From his Hamilton home 
across the Mississippi 
River 
from 
the 
Iowa* 
Missouri 
border 
he 
travels hundreds of miles to 
jobs. Sometimes he just 
cruises rural roads looking 
for a windmill that needs 
fixing 
“ I can size up a windmill 
in two minutes. 1 can tell 
you how old it is, what 
repairs have been made, 
and what’s wrong with it,” 
he said. 
When he spots an ailing 
windmill on the road, he 
pulls up to the farm house, 
introduces himself as “ the

Title 2 
Establishment and Designation of Districts 
Chapter I 
General

The addition of five more stores came 
in 1964 and four years later andther was added. 
The latest addition was completed in April this year. This brings a 
total of 28 stores to Lompoc Plaza, with an area of 64,954 square feet. 
All utilities are underground and the entire area is landscaped. 
Lompoc Plaza merchants will celebrate this Saturday at noon with a 
flag raising ceremony and plaque dedication in Lichmann’s honor. The 
public is invited.
